manufactures, and of certain manufactures made of*filk, by bounties on 
export, will tend to promote and enlarge the ſame, and it is neceilary that the pay- 
ment of ſuch bounties ſhould be under certain regulations and reſtrictions; be it

Aud ſhall likewiſe endorſe on the cocket granted upon ſuch entry, the true quan- 
tity and value of the linens, or other goods intended to be ſhipped ; and ſhall before

officer appointed to ſee the ſame ſhipped, verifying the ſhipping thereof; and Tike- 
wiſe give ſufficient ſecurity to the collector, or other chief officer of the port, in the 
penalty of double the value of the goods intended to be exported, and of one hun- 
dred pounds more, which ſeeurity every ſuch collector or other officer is hereby 
empowered and required to take by bond, payable to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſuc-

II. And be it enacted, That the exporter of all Iriſh made fail cloth or canvas 
hall, before he receives any bounty, make oath, or if a known Quaker make affir- 
mation, which oath or affirmation: the proper officer of the revenue, at the port 
where the ſame ſhall be ſhipped, is hereby empowered to adminiſter, that ſuch ſail 
cloth or canvas was made in Ireland, and is actually exported, or ſhipped to be ex- 
ported, without any intention to be landed in any part of Great Britain, Ireland, 
or the Iſle of Man, and chat no former bounty on export has been paid for me.

And in order to prevent abuſes in obtaining ſuch bounty, be it enacted, That 
it ſhall and may be lawful for any ſurveyor, or any officer or the revenue, after the 
entry of any linens or other goods, as being entitled to bounty, and before and af- 
ter the ſhipping thereof, to open and examine any bale, truſs, or other package, to 
jee if the goods are duly entered and endorſed on the cocket; and if on any ſuch 
examination the ſame ſhall be found to be duly entered and endorſed, the officer 
ſhall, at his own- charge, cauſe the ſame to be repacked, which charge ſhall be al- 
lowed to ſuch officer by the commiſhoners of the revenue, if they ſhall think it 
reaſonable.

And be it enacted, That the commiſſioners or officers for the ſtamping or 
marking of velium, parchment, and paper, and managing the duties thereupon, 
heretofore appointed or hereafter to be appointed, ſhall keep their head office in 
ſome convenient place within the city of Dubliq, and the ſaid commiſſioners, or

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XIX. And be it enacted, That the devices or marks uſed, or to be uſed for de-

or paper, marked or ſtamped with any mark or ſtamp which he ſhall know to be 
counterfeited, or by wiltully engroſſing or writing any ſuch deed, inſtrument or 
other writing, upon vellum, parchment, or paper, which he ſhall know to be 
ſtamped or marked for a lower duty than the duty payable by this act upon the ſame, 
then every ſuch clerk, officer, or perſon, ſo guilty of any ſuch fraud, or practice- 
being thereof lawfully convicted, ſhall forfeit his office, place, or employment, re- 
ſpectively, and be diſabled to hold or enjoy the ſame for the future; and if any at- 
torney belonging to any court ſhall be wilfully guilty of any ſuch fraud or practice 
as aforeſaid, and be convicted thercof, he ſhall be diſabled for the future to practiſe 
as an attorney. 

XXXIX. And to prevent committing frauds on your Majeſty, in reſpect of the 
duty payable on the admiſſion of attornics into courts, be it enacted, That no attor-

And be it enatted, That every perſon to be ſworn or admitted an attorney 
in any of his Majeſty's courts of law, or any court of record whatſoever, or a ſolici- 
tor of the court of chancery, ſhall, previous to fuch admiſſion into every court, pro- 
duce to the proper officer to whom he ſhall apply to be admitted an attorney or ſoli- 
Citor as aforeſaid, a certificate, ſigned under the hand or hands of your Majeſty's

ſaid collectors, ſhall give notice of the amount of ſuch payments to the commi® 
ſioners for managing the ſtamp duties; and every ſuch collector ſhall pay the ſe- 
veral ſums ſo to them paid reſpectively from time to time, to the receiver-general, 
upon rec.iving from him acquittances for the ſame; and if ſuch officers, or any of 
them, ſhall negle& or omit to pay the duties ſo by him levied and collected, paid in

An Act for puniſhing Mutiny and Deſertion, and for the beltcr 


Payment of the Army and their Quarters within this Ring- 


dom.

HEREAS the raifing or keeping a ſtanding army within this kingdom in 

time of peace, unleſs it be with the conſent of parliament, is againſt law : 

And whereas it is judged neceſſary by his Majeſty, and this preſent parliament, that 

a body of forces ſhould be continued for the ſafety of this kingdom, and the defence 

of the poſſeſſions of his Majeſty's crown; and that the whole number of ſuch forces 

ſhould conſiſt of thirty-five thouſand five hundred and fifteen men; whereof twelve 

thouſand men, commiſſioned and non- commiſſioned officers included, ſhall be kept 


within this kingdom, for the neceſſary defence of the fame, at all times, except ia 


caſes of invaſion or rebellion in Great Britain; and twenty thouſand two hundred 
and eighty-one men, commiſſioned and non- commiſſioned officers included, for the 
defence of the country in the preſent ſituation of affairs: And whereas no man can 
be forejudged or life or limb, or ſubjected in time of peace to any kind of punith- 
ment within this realm by martial law, or in any other manner than by the judg- 
ment of his.peers, and according to the known and eſtabliſhed law of this realm; 
yet neyertheleſs it being requiſite for the retaining all the before mentioned forces in 
their duty, that an exact diſcipline be obſerved, and that ſoldiers who Nall mutiny 
or ſtir up ſedition, or ſhall defert his Majeſty's ſervice, be brought to a more ex- 
emplary and ſpeedy puniſhment than the uſual forms of the Jaw will allow: Be it 
therefore enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and 
conſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliamene 
aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That if any perſon, being muſtered or 
in pay as an ofhcer, or who is or ſhall be enliſted or in pay as a ſoldier, ſhall at ary 
time during the continuance of th.s act, begin, excite, cauſe, or join in any mu- 
finy or ſedition in the regiment, troop, or company to which he doth belong, or 
in any other regiment, tioop, or company, either of his Majeſty's land or marine 
forces in his Majeſty's ſervice, or ſhall not uſe his utmoſt endeavours to ſuppreſs the 
ſame, or coming to the knowledge of any mutiny, or intended mutiny, ſhall not 
without delay give information thereof to his commanding officer; or ſhall miſbe- 
have himfelf before the enemy, or ſhall ſhameſully abandon or deliver up any gar- 
riſon, fortreſs, poſt or guard committed to his charge, or which he ſhall be com» 
manded to defend, or ſhall compel the governor or commanding officer of amy gar- 
riſon, ſortreſs or poſt, to deliver up to the enemy, or to abandon the ſame, or ſhall 
peak words, or uſe any other means to induce fuch governor or commanding of- 
ticer, or others to miſbehave before the enemy, or ſhamefully to abandon or deliver 
up any garriſon, fortreſs, poſt or guard committed to their reſpective charge, or 
which he or they ſhall be commanded to defend, or ſhall leave his poſt before re- 
tieved, or ſhall be found ſleeping on his poſt, or ſhall hold correſpondence with, or 
give advice or intelligence to any rebel or enemy of his Majeſty, either by letters, 
meſfages, ſigns, or tokens, in any manner or way whatſoever, or Þra!! treat or en- 
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ter into any terms with ſuch rebel or enemy, without his Majeſty's licenſe, or li- 
cenſe of the general, or chief commander, or ſhall ſtrike, or uſe any violence againſt 
his ſuperior officer, being in the execution of his office, or ſhall diſobey any lawful 
command of his ſuperior officer, or ſhall! deſert his Majeſty's ſervice ; all and every 
perſon or perſons ſo offending in any of the matters before mentioned, ſhall ſuffer 
death, or ſuch other puniſhment as by a court martial ſhall be awarded. 

II. Provided, and.it is hereby dexiared and enacted, That any non- commiſſioned 
oficer or ſoldier, enliſted or in pay in any regiment, troop, or company, who 

hall, without having firſt obtained a regular diſcharge therefrom, enliſt himſelf in 
any other regiment, troop, or compauy, ſhall be deemed to have deſerted his'Majeſty's 
ſervice, and ſhall in like manner ſuffer death, or ſuch other puniſnment as by a 
court martial hail be awarded, 

III. And whereas doubts have aviſcn whether ſoldiers who of right "BEI to 
another corps in which they firſt enliſted, and from which they have not obtained 
a diſcharge, may be proceeded againſt and tried for deſerting any corps in which 
they may afterwards have cnliſted, or for any crime committed by them whillt ſerv« 
ing therein : Be it enactęd by the authority aforeſaid, That if avy perſon who is or 
ſhall be enliſted or in pay as a ſoldier, in any regiment, trœop, or company, in his 

| Majeity's ſervice, ſhall defer: the ſame, or ſhall, "whilſt ſerving therein, commit any 


_ offence agaiuſt this act, or againſt the rules or articles of war, ſuch perſon ſhall be 


liable to be tried by a court martial, and puniſhed in like manner as if he had ori- 
ginally enliſted in, and of right belonged to the ſame, notwithſtanding it ſhall have 
been diſcovered or known tht he bad previouſly belonged to ſome other regunent, 
troop, or company, and not been diſcharged therefrom. 

IV. Provided always, That if ſuch perſon thall be claimed by ſuch other regi- 
ment, troop, or company, and be proceeded againſt as a deſerter therefrom, his 
ſubſequent detertion from any one or more corps in which he may have unwarrant- 
ably enliſted, may, unicſs he ſhall already have been tried for the ſame, be given 
in evidence as an aggravation of his crime, previous notice being always given to 
ſuch deſerter of the fact or facts intended to be produced in evidence on his 
trial. 

V. And be it ſurther a by the authority aforeſaid, That his ; Majeſty may, 
from time to time, by his royal commiſſion, empower the lord licutenant of this 
kingdom, or other chief governor or geveruors of the ſame for the time being, to 
appoint general courts martial, from time to time, as well as to direct his or their 
warrant to any general officer having the chief command of a body of forces within 
this kingdom, authorizing him to convene general courts martial, as occaſion may 
require, for the trial of offenc-'s-committed by any of the forces under his command; 
all which generel courts martial ſhall be conſtituted, and ſhall regulate their pro- 
ceedings according to the ſeveral proviſions herein after ſpecified. 

VI. And be it farther enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for ſuch 
- courts martial by their ſentence or judgment, to inflict corporal puniſhment, not 
extending to life or limb, on any ſoldier for immoralities, miſbehaviour, or en 
of duty. 

VII. And it is hereby further enacted and declared, That no general court mar- 
tial which ſhall be held under the authority of this act, ſhall conſiſt of a leſs num- 
ber than thirteen commiſſioned officers; and the preſident of ſuch general court 
martial ſhall not be the commander in chief, nor gover nor of theYarriſon where the 
offender-ſhall be tried, nor under the degree of a field officer, unleſs where a field 
officer cannot be had, nor in any cafe whatſoever under the degree of a captain; 
and that all general courts martial {hall have power and authority, and are hereby 

required to adminiſter an oath to every witncſs in order to the examination or trial 
of any of the offences that ſhall come before them. 


; VIII. Provided 
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VIII. Provided always, That in all trials by general courts martial, to be weld 
by virtue of this act, every member aſſiſting at ſuch trial, before any proceedings 
be had thereupon, ſhall take the following oaths upon the holy Evangeliſts, before 
the judge advocate, or his deputy,. (who are hereby authorized to admuniſter the 
ſame,) that is to ſay, “ you ſhall well and truly try and determine according to 


your evidence in-the mattcr now before you. 
So help you God.” 


J A. B. de favear, That I will duly adminiſter juſtice, according to the rules and 
articles for the better government of his Majeſty's forces, and according to an att of par- 
liament now in force for the puniſhment of mutiny and d*/crtion, and other crimes therein 
mentioned, withont partiality, fawur or affeftion ; and if any doubt fball ariſe which is 
not explained by the ſaid articles or acts of parliament, according to my conſcience, the bell 
of my underflanding, and the cuflom of war in like caſes. And I further ſwear, That

And no ſentence of death ſhalPbe given againſt any offender in ſuch ca'e by any 
general court martial, unle(s nine officers preſent ſhall concur therein; and in all 
caſes where a court martial ſhall conſiſt of more ollicess than thirtcen, then the judg- 
ment ſhall paſs by the concurrence of two-thirds at the leaſt of the officers preſent ; 
and no proceedings or trial ſhall be had upon any offence but between the hours of 
eight of the clock in the morning and three in the afternoon, except in caſes whick 
requife an immediate example, 

IX. And be it further enacted and declared, That in caſe of any ſoldier tried and 
convicted of deſertion, or of any other offence to which the puniſhment of deſertion 
is annexed by this act, whenſoever the court martial which ſhall pxſs ſentence upon 
ſuch trial ſhall not think the offence deſerving of capital puniſhment, ſuch court 
martial may, inſtead of awarding a corporal puni{}.ment, adjudge the offender, it 
they ſhall think fit, to ſerve as a ſo!dier in any of the eorps ſtationed in any of his 
Majeſty's doir.inions beyond the ſeas, or in foreign parts, for life, or for a certain 
term of years, according to the degree of offence; and if ſuch ſoldier ſhall after- 
wards, without leave from his Majeſty, or from the commanding officer of the 
corps in which he ſhall be appointed to ſerve, return into this realm before the ex- 
piration of the term limited by ſuch ſentence, and ſhall be convicted thereof by a 
court martial, he ſhall ſuffer death. 

X. Provided always, That the party tried by any general court martial, ſhall be 
entitled to a copy of the ſentence and proceedings of ſuch court martial upon demand 
thereof made by himſelf, or by any other perſon or perſons on his behalf, he or they 
paying reaſonably for the ſame, at any time not ſooner than three months after ſuch 
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ſentence, whether ſuch ſentence bc approved of or not, wo thing in this 8 to the 
contrary notwithſtanding. 

X.. Provided always, and be it further enaQed by the authority aforeſaid, That 
every judge advocate, or perſon officiating as ſuch at any general court martial, 
do, and be is hereby required to tranſmit, with as much expedition as the oppor- 
tunity of time and diſtance of place can admit, the original proceedings and ſen- 
tence of ſuch court martial to the chief ſecretary of the lord licutenant, or other 
chief governor or governors of the kingdom of Ireland, to be laid before him or 
them, and when the determination ſhall have been made upon the ſentence therein 
contained, to be lodged with the judge advocate general in Dublin; which faid 
original proceedings and ſentence ſhall be carefully kept and preſerved in the ofhce 
of ſuch judge advocate general, to the end that the perſon entitled thereto may be 
enabled upon application to the office to obtain copies thereof, Meng to the true 
intent and meaning of this act. 

XII. Provided alſo, and be it further enacted FEA" lected, That none of the 
proceedings of any general or regimental court martial, nor any entry or copy 


thereof, ſhall be charged or chargeable with any ſtamp duty whatſoever, any thing 


contained in any former act or acts to the contrary notwithſtanding. 
XIII. Provided always, and be it hereby declared and enacted, That no officer 
or ſoldier being acquitted or convicted of any oſſence, be liable to be tried a ſecond 


time by the ſame or any other court martial for the ſame offence, unleſs in the caſe 


of an appeal from a regimental to a general court martial; and that no ſentence 
given by any court martial, and ſigned by the preſident thereof, be liable to be re- 
viſed more than once. 

XIV. Provided always, That nothing in this act contained ſhall extend, or be 
conſtrued to exempt any oflicer or ſoldier whatſoever from being proceeded againſt 
by the ordinary courſe of law. 

XV. And for preventing of frauds and deceit in the muſtering of foldiers, be 
it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any perſon. do make or give, 
or procure to be made or given, any falſe or untrue certificate whereby to excuſe 
any ſoldier for his abſence from any muſter, or any other ſervice which he ought 
to attend or perform, upon pretence of being employed on ſome other duty of the 
regiment, or of ſickneſs, bei in priſon, or on furlough; then every ſuch perſon 
ſo making, giving, or procuring ſuch certificate, ſhall, for every ſuch offence, for- 
feit the ſum of fifty pounds, and ſhall be forthwith cafhiered and diſplaced from 


his office, and ſhall be thereby utterly diſabled to have or hold any military office 
or employment within this realm; and no certificate ſhall excuſe the abſence cf 
any ſoldier, but for the reaſons above mentioned, or one of them; and the com- 


miſſary of the muſters is hereby direQed to ſet down on the roll, at the time of the 
taking of the muſter, the reaſon of the abſence of ſuch ſoldier reſpectively, and by 
whom certiſied, and not to ſet down any ſuch excuſe without view of ſuch cer- 
tificate. 

XVI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every officer 
that ſhall make any falſe or untrue muſter of man or horſe, and every commiſlary, 
muſter-maſter, or other officer, who ſhall wittingly or willingly allow or ſigi the 
muſter- roll wherein ſuch falſe muſter is contained, or any duplicate thereof; and 
alſo every commiſſary, muſter-maſter, or other officer who ſhall directly or indirect- 
ly take, or cauſe to be taken, any ſum or ſums of money, or any gratuity, on or 
for the muſtering of any regiment, troop, or company, or on or for the ſigning of 
any muſter-rolls, or any duplicate thereof, upon proof thereof upon oath made by 
two witneſſes before a general court-martial to be thereupon called, which is hereby 


authorized and required to adminiſter ſuch oath, ſhall for ſuch offence be forth-

maſter making or taking ſuch muſter, that mall neglect to give ſuch notice as afore- 
ſaid, or ſliall refuſe to take the aid and aſſiſtance of ſuch mayor, chief magiſtrate,

have ſufficient goods and chattels whereon diſtreſs may be made, to the value of the 
penalty to be recovered againſt him, or ſhall not pay ſuch penalty within four days 
after ſuch conviction, then, and in ſuch caſe, ſuch juſtice of the peace {hall and 
may, by warrant under his hand and ſeal, either commit ſuch offender to the com- 
mon gaol, there to remain without bail or mainprize, for the ſpace of three montlis 
or cauſe ſuch offender to be publickly whipped, at the diſcretion of ſugh juſtice ; 
and the ſaid forfeiture ſhall be to ſuch perſon or perſons that ſhall give ii formation 
thereof; and the ſaid informer or informers, if belonging to the ſervice, ſhall have 
a right to be diſcharged forthwith, if he or they ſhall demand the fame.

than there are effective ſoldiers preſent to be quartered; all which billets, when made 
out by ſuch chief magiſtrates or conſtables, ſhall be delivered into the hands of the 
commanding oflicer preſent ; and if any conſtable or ſuch like officer or magiſtrate, 
as aforeſaid, ſhall preſume to quarter or billet any ſuch officer or ſoldier in any houſe 
not within the meaning of this act, without the conſent of the owner or occupier, 
then ſuch owner or occupier ſhall have his or their remedy at law againſt ſuch ma- 
giſtrate or officer for the damage that ſuch owner or occupier ſhall ſuſtain thereby ;

XXV. And whereas great inconvenience happens from the billeting of ſoldiers 
fingly , Be it thereſore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time hereafter 
a leſs number than two men ſhall be billeted in any one houſe, and ſuch billets 
may be changed once in every month if thought neceſſary by the chief magiſtrate, 
to prevent any burden thereby ariſing from falling heavy on particular indivi- 
duals. . 
XXVI. And as very great detriment and inconvenience ariſes to the ſervice from 
the diſperſing and billeting of ſoldiers when on a march at a great diſtance from the

grow due from and after the ſaid thirty-firſt day of March, one thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and ninety-nine, other than the uſual deductions for clothing, and ſuch other 
_ neceſſary deductions as are now made, or ſhall from time to time be directed by his 
Majeſty under his royal ſign manual. | 

XXXI. And that the quarters of officers and ſoldiers in this kingdom may here- 
after be duly paid and fatisfhed, his Majeſty's duties of exciſe better anſwered, 


and that the owners of houſes on whom officers and ſoldiers ſhall be billeted, 


may be encouraged to provide proper accommodation for ſuch offizers, ſoldiers, 
and horſes: Be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That except during ſuch 
times as the troops ſhall be on their march, or during ſuch times as there ſhall be 
any commotion in any part of this kingdom, payment ſhall be made for each officer 
and ſoldier during the time he or they ſhall occupy ſuch billet, at the following 
weekly rates, videlicet, in Dublin, for each field officer and captain, eight ſhillings ;

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appointed to march; whereupon the lord mayor for the time being ſhall ſummon n 
proportionable number of cars out of the licenſed cars, brick cars, and other cars 
within the county of the ſaid city, and ſo from time to time the ſaid cars are by turns 
to be employed in carrying the baggage of ſuch troops or companies, at the prices, 
and under the regulations herein before mentioned; and it is hereby directed, that 


no country cars or or carriages coming to the market of the ſaid city, nor any cars 
or carriages coming to any of the markets of this kingdom, ſhall be detcined or em- 


- Ployed in carrying the baggage of the army on any pretence whatſoever. 


XL. And whereas ſeveral acts of parliament of the fixth of Queen Anne, and 
the ſecond and fi.teenth of George the ſecond, and of the eighth and nineteenth of 
George the third, are now in force for the providing of carriages for the baggage of 
foldiers on their march; be it enacted, That the ſeveral clauſes contained in the ſaid 


acts relative to the carriage of the | army-baggage, do, from the paſſing of this act, 


ceaſe and determine. 

XLI. And be it further enacted, That the number of carriages to be allowed each 
troop or company, ſhall be from time to time regulated by order of government, in 
proportion to the eſtabliſhment of ſuch troop or company ; and the ſums ordered to 
be advanced as aforeſaid, for the payment of the carriage of baggage by the officer or 
officers reſpectively, fall be to them repaid by the paymaſter- general, or lords com- 


. millioners of his Majeſty's treaſury of this kingdom for the time being, without 


fee or reward, on oath made by ſuch officer or officers before one of his Majeſty's 
juſtices of the peace, or chief magiſtrate of any city or corporate town, of his or 


their payment of ſuch ſum or ſums for carriages as aforeſaid z and an account of the 


fame being produced by the agent of the regiment, which account ſhall have been 
eertiſied by the quarter-maſter-general -to be charged conformety to the * of 


government, and the regulations preſeribed by this act. 
XLII. And be it further znacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any high - con- 


ſtable, or petty- conſtable ſhall wilſully neglect or 'refuſe to execute fuch warrants of 


.the juſtices of the peace as ſhall be directed unto them, for providing carriages as 
aforeſaid; or if any perſon or perſons appointed by ſuch conſtable, or petty-conſta- 
ble, to provide or furniih any carriage and man, i}all refuſe or neglect to provide 


the ſame, or any other perſon or perſons whatſoever ſhall wilfully do any act or thing 


whereby the execution of the ſaid warrant ſl. all be hindered or fruſtrated, every ſuch 
conſtable, or. other perſon or perſons ſo offending, ſhall for every ſuch offence forfeit 
any ſum not exceeding forty ſhillings, ner leſs than twenty ſhillings, to the uſe of 
the poor of the pariſh where any ſuch offence and offences ſhall be committed, and 
all and every ſuch offence and offences ſhall and may be enquired of, heard and 
finally determined by two of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace dwelling in or near 
the place where ſuch offence ſhall be committed, who have hereby power to cauſe 
the ſaid penalty to be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of the offender's goods and chat- 
tles, rendering the overplus, if any, to the owner. 

XLIII. And be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any 3 mili- 
tary or civil, by this act authorized to quarter ſoldiers in any houſes hereby ap- 
pointed for that purpoſe, ſhall at any time, during the continuance of this act, 
quarter any of the wives, children, men or maid ſervants of any officer or ſoldier 
in any ſuch houſes, againſt the conſent of the owners, the party offending, if an 
.efficer of the army, ſhall, upon complaint and proof thereof made to the com- 
-mander in chief of the army, or judge advocate be ip/o facto caſhiered ; and if a 
conſtable, tithing-man, or other civil officer, he ſhall foricit to the party aggrieved 
twenty ſhillings, upon complaint and proof thereof made to the next Juſtice of the 
peace, to be levied by warrant of ſuch Fry by diſtreſs and ſale of his goods, ren-

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dering the overplus to the party, after deduRing reaſonable charges in taking the 


ſame. 
XLIV. And for the better preſervation of the game, in or near ſuch places 


where any officers or ſoldiers ſhall at any time be quartered ; be it enacted by the 
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authority aforeſaid, That if from and a ſter the thirty-firſt day of March, one thou- - 


ſand feven hundred and ninety-nine, any officer or ſoldier ſhall, without leave of 
the Jord of the manor, under his hand aud ſeal, firſt had and obtained, take, kill, 
or deſtroy any hare, coney, pheaſant, partridge, or any other ſort of fowls, or any 

poultry, or fiſh, or his Majeſty's game within this kingdom, and upon complaint 
thereof, ſhall be, upon oath of one or more credible witneſs or witneſſes, convicted 
before any juſtice or juſtices of the peace, whois ani are hereby empowered and au- 
thorized to hear and determine the ſame, that is to ſay, every officer ſo offending 
mall, for every fuch offence, forſet the ſum of ſive pounds, to be diſtributed amongft 
the poor of the place where ſuch offence ſhall be committed; and every officer com- 
manding in chief upon the place, for every ſuch offence committed by any ſoldier 

under his command, ſhall forfeit the ſum of twenty ſhillings, to be paid and diſtri- 
buted in manner aforeſaid; and if upon conviction made by the juſtices of the 
peace, and demand thereof alſo made by the conſtable or overſeers of the poor, 
ſuch officer ſhall refuſe or neglect, and not within two days pay the ſaid reſpective 
penalties, ſuch oſſicer ſo refuſing or neglecting ſhall forfeit, and he is hereby de- 
clared to have forfeited his commiſſion, and his commiſlion is hereby declared to be 
null and void. 

XLV. And be it turther enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every non- 
commiſſioned officer who ſhall be convicted at a general or regimental court-martial 
of having embezzled or miſapplied any money with which he may have been en- 
truſted for the payment of the men under his command, or for enliſting men into 
his Majeſty's ſervice, ſhall be reduced to ſerve in the ranks as a private ſoldier, and 
be put under ſtoppages until-the money. be made good, and ſuffer ſuch corporal 
puniſhment, not extending to life or limb, as the court-martial ſhall think fit. 

XLI. And whereas ſeveral ſoldiers being duly enliſted, do afterwards deſert, 
and are often found wandering, or otherwiſe abſent themſelves illegally from his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice: It is hereby further enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and 
for the conſtable of the town or place where any perſon, who may be reaſonably ſuſ- 
pected to be ſuch a deſerter, ſhall be found, to apprehend, or cauſe him to be ap- 
prehended, and to cauſe ſuch perſons to be brought before any jullice of the peace 
living in or near ſuch town or place, who hath hereby power to examine ſuch ſuſ- 
pected perſon, and if by his confeſſion, or the teſtimony of one or more witneſs or 
witneſſes upon oath, or by the knowledge of ſuch juſtice of peace, it ſhall appear, 
or be found, that ſuch ſuſpected perſon is a liſted ſoldier, and ought to be with the 
troop or company. to which he belongs, ſuch juſtice of the peace ſhall forthwith 
cauſe him to be conveyed te the gaol of the county, or place where he ſhall be 
found, or the houſe of correQion, or other publick priſon in ſich town or place 


where ſuch deſerter ſhall be apprehended, or to the provoſt- martial, in caſe ſuch de- 


ſerter ſhall be apprehended within the city or liberties of Dublin, or places adjacent, 
and tranſmit an account thereof to the chief ſecretary to the chief governor or go- 
vernors of this kingdom for the time being, to the end ſuch perſon may be proceed- 


ed againſt according to law; and the keeper of fuch gaol, houſe of correCtion, or 


priſon, ſhall receive the full ſubſiſtence of ſuch deſerter or deſerters during the time 


that he or they ſhall continue in his cuſtody, for the maintenance of the ſaid deſer - 


ter or deſertera, but ſhall not be entitled to any fee or reward on account of the im- 
-priſonment of ſuch deſerter or deſerters, any law, uſage, or cuſtom to the contrary

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-  XLVIL And for the better encouragement of any perſon or perſons to ſecure 
or apprehend ſuch deſerters as aforeſaid, be it further enacted by the authority aforo- 
ſaid, That ſuch juſtice of the peace har alſo iſſue his warrant in writing to the 
collector or collectors of his Majeſty's revenue, in the diſtrict where ſuch deſerter 
ſhall be apprehended, for paying out of the revenue by him collected, into the hands 
of ſuch perſon who ſhall apprehend, or cauſe to be apprehended any deſerter from 
his Majeſty's ſervice, the ſum of twenty ſhillings for every ſuch deſerter that ſhall 
be ſo apprehended and committed; which tum of twenty ſhillings ſhall be ſatisfied 
by ſuch collector or collectors to whom ſuch warrant ſhall be directed and allowed 
upon his account, 

XLVIII. Provided always, That if any ds ſhall harbour, conceal, or aſſiſt any 
deſerter from his Majeſty's ſervice, knowing him to-be ſuch, the perſon ſo offend- 
ing, ſhall forfeit for every ſach offence the ſum of five pounds or if any perſon 
ſhall knowingly detain, buy, or exchange, or otherwiſe receive any neceſſaries, or 
any arms, clothes, caps, or other furniture belonging to the king, from any ſoldier 


or deſerter, or any other perſon upon any account or pretence whatſoever, or cauſe 


the colour of ſuch clothes to be changed, the perſon ſo offending ſhall forfeit for 
every ſuch offence the ſum of five pounds, upon conviction, by the oath of one or 


more credible witneſs or witneſſes, before any of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace, 


the ſaid reſpective penalties of five pounds, and five pounds to be levied by war- 
rants under the hands of the ſaid juſtice or juſtices of the peace, by diſtreſs and ſale 
of the goods and chattels of the offender, one moiety of the ſaid firſt mentioned pe- 
nalty of five pounds to be paid to the informer by whoſe means ſuch deſerter ſhall 
be apprehended, and one moiety of the laſt mentioned penalty of five pounds to be 
paid to the informer, and the reſidue of the ſaid reſpective penalties to be paid to 
the officer to whom any ſuch deſerter or ſoldier did belong; and in caſe any offen- 
der, who ſhall be convicted as aforeſaid of harbouring or aſſiſting any ſuch deſerter 
or deſerters, or having knowingly received any neceſſaries, or any arms, clothes, 
caps, or other furniture belonging to the king, or having cauſed the colour of ſuck 


clothes to be changed, contrary to the intent of this act, ſhall not have ſuicient 


goods and chattels whereupon diſtreſs may may be had to the value of the penalties 

recovered againſt him for ſuch offence, or ſhall not pay ſuch penalties within four 
days after ſuch conviQtion, then, and in ſuch caſe, ſuch juſtice of the peace ſhall 
and may, by warrant under his hand and ſeal, either commit ſuch offender to the 
common gaol, there to remain without bail or mainprize for the ſpace of three 


months, or cauſe ſuch offender to be W whipped, at the diſcretion of ſuch 
juſtice. 


XIIX. Provided always, That no commiſſioned officer ſhall break open any 


houſe to ſearch for deſerters without warrant from a juſtice of the peace; and that 


every commiſſioned officer who ſhall, without warrant from one or more of his Ma- 


_ jeſty's juſtices of the peace, which ſaid warrant the ſaid juſtice or juſtices are here- 


by empowered to. graut, forcibly enter into, or break open the dwelling-houſe or 
out-houſe of any perſon whatſoever under pretence of ſcarching for deſerters, ſhall, 
upon due proof thereof, forfeit the ſum of twenty pounds. - | 

L. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That it hall and may be 
lawful to and for his Majeſty to form, make, and eſtabliſh articles of war, for = bet- 
ter government of his Majeity's forces. 

II. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That for bringing of- 
fenders againit ſuch aiticles of war to juſtice, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for 
his Majeſty to empower the ehief governor or governors of this kingdom to ere& 
aud conſtitute courts martial with power to hear, try, and determiue any crimes and 
offences by ſuch articles of war, and to inflict penalties by ſentence or judgment of 
the fame within this kingdom; and to ſummon before them witneſſes, who during

think ſit; to be levied by diſtreſs and ſule o the goads of the perion ſo offending, 


by warrant under tlie hand and ſeal, or haudg and ſeals of ſuch juſtice or juſtices 


before whom ſuch ofiender {hall be convicted, or of one or. more of them, to be di- 
rected to: any conſtable within tue county, city or liberty, or to any of the overſcers 


of the poor of the pariſh where. fuch offender ſhall dwell z which ſaid ſum oi five 
pounds, or the ſaid ſum not excecting tive pounds, nor leſs than forty ſhillings, 


., when levied, ſhall be applied in the firſt place in making ſuch ſatisfaction to any 


ſoldier for the expence he may kave been put to by reaſon of his not being billeted 
or quartered as aforeſaid, as tuch juſtice or juſtices ſhall ander and direct, and the 


remainder ſhall. be paid to the overſcers of the poor of the pariſh wherem the 


offence ſrgii be committed, or to ſome one of them ſor the uſe of the poor. of the 


ſaid pariſh, 


ILXV. And, for the better — abuſes in quartering and billeting the ſoldiers 


- in purſuance of his act; be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That it 


ſhall and may be lawful to and ſor any one or more . juſtice or juſtices of the peace 
within their reſpeclive counties, cities, or liberties, by warrant or order under his 
or their hand and ſeal, or, hands and ſeals, at amy ume or times during the conti- 
nuance of this act, to require or command any high-conſtable, conſtable, beadle, 


or other officer who ſhall quarter or billet any ſoldiers in purſuance of this act, 


to give an account in writing unto the ſaid juſtice or juſtices requiring the ſame, 


of the number of officers and ſoldiers who {hall be quartered or billeted by them, 


and alſo the names of the houſe-keepers- or perſeus upon whom every ſuch ofheer 
or ſoldier ſhall be quartered or billeted, together with an account of the ſtreet or place 


- where every ſuch houte-kceper dweils, and of the ſign (if any) belonging to their 


houſes, to the end it may appear te. the ſaid juſtice or juKices where ſuch officers 
and ſoldiers are quartered or billeted, and that he or they may thereby be better en- 
abled to prevent or puniſh all abuſes in the quartering or billeting of them. 

LXVI. Provided nevertheleſs, and it is hereby declared by the authority afore- 


bid, That from and after the thirty-firſt day of March, one thouſand ſeven hun- 


dred and niucty-nine, when and as often as any perſon or perſons ſhall be enliſted 


as a ſoldier or ſoldiers in his Majeſty's land-ſervice, he and they ſhall within ſour 
- days, but not ſooner than twenty-four hours after fuch enliſting reſpectively, be 


carried before the next juſtice of the peace of any county, city, or place, or chief 
magiſtrate of any city, or town- corporate, not being an officer in the army, and 


5 before ſuch juſtice or chief magiſtrate, he or they ſhall be at liberty to declare his 
or their diſſent to ſuch enliſting ; and upon ſuch declaration and. returning the en-

place of the birth, age, and calling of him or them reſpectively, if known, and 
that the ſecond and ſixth ſections of the articles of war againſt mutiny and deſer- 
tion were read to him or them, and that he or they had taken the oath mentioned 
in the ſaid articles of war; and if any ſuch perſon or perſons ſo to be certified as 
duly enliſted, ſhall refuſe to take the ſaid oath of fidelity before the ſaid juſlice 
or chief magiſtrate, it ſhall and may be lawful for ſuch officer from whom he has 
received ſuch money as aforeſaid, to detain or confine fuch perſon or perſons, until 
he or they ſhall take the oath before required; and every military, officer that ſhall 
act contrary hereto, or offend herein, ſhall incur the like penalty and forfeiture as 
is by this act to be inflicted upon any officer for making a falſe and untrue muſter ; 
and the penalty and forfeiture ſhall be levied and recovered in the ſame manner as 
any penalties and forfeitures are by this act to be levied or recovered. 
LXVII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any per- 


ſon or perſons ſhall receive the enliſting money from any officer, knowing it to be 


ſuch, and ſhall abſcond, or refuſe to go before ſuch juſtice or chief magiſtrate, in 
order to declare his aſſent or diſſent as aforeſaid, ſuch perſon or perſons ſhall be 
deemed and taken to be enliſted to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever, and ſhalt 
and may be proceeded againſt as if he or they had taken the oath directed by the

LXVIII. And whereas it is neceſſary that accounts of the recruiting ſervice 
ſhould be regularly tranſmitted ; be it enacted, That every officer employed in 


the recruiting any regiment, troop, or company of his Majeſty's forces, ſerving in 


and belonging to the eſtabliſhment of this kingdom, ſhall, and he is hereby directed 
and required every two months to make up and tranſmit, examined and certified by 
| his commanding officer, if reſident in Ireland, who. in this caſe ſhall, and he is 
hereby directed and required to certify the ſame to the adjutant general of his Ma- 
jeſty's forces, an abſtract of the numbers recruited during the two preceding 
months, and alſo to tranſmit a copy of the aid abſtract, together with a regular 
and exact account of the expences which have attended the ſaid ſervice during the 
two preceding months to the agent of the corps for which ſuch officer is recruiting 
reſpectively, and on ſailure herein the officer through whoſe negle& ſuch abſtract 
and account, or a copy thereof, ſhall not have been tranſmitted to the adjutant- 
general or to the agent of the corps reſpectively, ſha l be liable to be tried for ſuch 
neglect by a general court-martial, and if convicted ſhall be caſhiered, or ſtall ſuf- 
Fer a other puniſhment as by ſuch court-martial ſhall be awarded ; and the com- 
manting officer of the regiment, troop, or company, in which ſuch neglect ſhall 
be committed, ſhall, and he is hereby directed and required to make a report there- 
of to his colonel, if n Ireland, who ſhall report the ſamt to the commander in 
chief, or to the ſecretary of the chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the 
time being, or in his abſence to the under ſecretary for the military department, in 
order that the officer ſo neglecting may be brought to trial for the ſame. 

LXIX. And be it enacted, That every paymaſter of a regiment, troop, or com- 
pany, of his Majeſty's regular forces ſerving in and belonging to the eſtabliſiment 
of this Ringdom, ſhall, and he is hereby directed and required to make out and 
tranſmit to the agent of ſuch regiment, troop, or company, an account every two 
months of the exact ſubſiſtence actually paid to the effective officers and men, and 
of the broken periods ariling from deaths, deſertions, or diſcharges of men in the 
- courſe of the ſaid two months, and on the thirty-firit day of Marchs and thiriieth 
day of September in every year, the ſaid paymaſter ſhall, and he is here by directed 
and required to make up, and within three months from each of the above petids 
to tranſmit to the laid agent the foilowing accourts, ral is to lay, an account of = 
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the expences which have attended the recruiting ſervice of his Majeſty's regular forcex 
for the preceding ſix months, diſtinguiſhing the ſubſiſtence of recruits, levy money, 
and every other article of expence under their ſeveral heads, an account of the 
poundage paid to the effective men in the preceding ſix months, an account of hoſ- 
pital expences, travelling expences of officers and horſes before they join the troop 
or regiment, and all other leſſer contingencies which are now, or which his Ma- 


zeſty ſhall by any future regulations under his royal fign manual, direct to be al- 
Jowed for the preceding ſix months under the ſeveral heads, the ſaid reſpective ac- 


counts to be examined and certified by the commanding officer of each refpeCtive 
corps, who ſhall, and he is hereby directed and required to examine aud certify the 
ſame, and on failure herein, the paymaſter, through whoſe neglect the ſaid reſpec- - 


tive accounts ſhall not be tranſmitted as aforeſaid, ſhail be liable to a trial for ſuch 


neglect, by a general court -· martial, and if convicted ſhall be caſhiered, or ſhall ſuf- 


fer ſuch other puniſhment as by ſuch court-martial ſhall be awarded; and the com-

And be it enacted, That from and after the thirty-firit day of March, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine, the agent of every regiment, troop and 
company of his Majeſty's regular forces, ſerving in, and belonging to the eſtabliſſi- 
ment of this kingdom, ſhall, and they are hereby directed and required w make. up 
an annual account of each regiment, troop, or company, for the preceding year, 
ending the thirty-farſt day of March, the ſaid accounts to be made up within fix 
months after the expiration of the year, and in the ſaid accounts the ſeveral impreſts, 
or monies received, including the monies received for caſt horſes ſold, and every

corps, then and there to be charged, and the balance then ſtruck, which is due from 


the publick to the ſaid regiment, troop, or company; and to tranſmit the ſame

the preſent ſtanding regulations, or-any future regulations, which his Majeſty ſhall, 
under his royal Ggn manual direct, to the office of the ſecretu y to die chief go- 
vernor or governors of chis kingdom for the time being, and on failure herein, or 
in any other of the regulations preſcribed to the ſaid agents by this act, the agent or 
agents ſo offending ſhall forfeĩt the ſum of one hundred pounds for every offence, 
to be recovered by any perſon or perſons who ſhall ſue for the ſame; and the ſecretary 
to the chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the time being, thall, and 
he is hereby directed · and required to examine and ſettle, or cauſe to be examined 
and ſettled, the-aforeſaid annual accounts: Provided always, 'That the ſame ſhall 
not extend, or be conſtrued to extend to diſcharge any agent or agents from making 
up, in the courſe of the year, ſuch account or accounts as the chief governor or 
governors of this kingdom, for the time being, may have occaſion for, or require; 
and any agent or agents refuſing obedience to ſuch requiſition or requifitions, thall 
be liable to the penalty aforeſaid. | 

LX.XI. And in order to prevent all doubts that may ariſe in relation to puniſſ. ing 
crimes and offences commiited againſt a former act of parliament for puniſl.ing 
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mutiny and deſertion, and for the better payment of the army and their quarters; 
be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That all crimes and offences which have 
been committed againſt the ſaid act, ſhall and may, during the continuance of this. 
preſent act, be enquired of, heard, tried, and determined, adjudged, and puniſhed 
before, and by the like courts, perſons, powers, authorities, ways, means, and 
methods, as the ike crimes and offences- committed againſt this act may be en- 
quired of, heard, tried, determined, adjudged and puniſhed ; and the proceedings 
of a court-martial upon any trial begun under the authority of ſuch former act, 

ſhail not be diſeontinued by the expiration of the ſame, but it ſhall be lawſul'to pro- 
ceed to judgment upon ſuch trial, and to carry ſuch judgment into execution in 
the like manner as if the nn <4 had been commenced under the authority of 
this act. 

LXXII. Provided Sworn, That no perſon ſhall be liable to be tried and puniſhed 
for any offence againſt the ſaid act which ſhall appear to have been committed 
more than three years before the ifſuing of the commiſſion or warrant for ſych 
trial, except only for the offence of deſertion. : 

LXXUI. And it is hereby enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That the officers 
and perſons employed, or that ſhall be employed in the ſeveral trains of artillery, 
be at all times ſubject to all penalties and punifhments mentioned in this act, and 


ſhall, in all reſpects whatſoever, be holden to be within the intent and meaning of 


every part of this act, during the continuance of the ſame. 


LXXIV. And whereas it may be expedient in certain caſes, and particularly in 


ſuch matters wherein any of his Majeſty's marine forces may be intereſted, that 
the officers of .the marine forces ſhall be affociated with the officers of the land 
forces for the purpoſe of holding oourts- martial; be it enacted and declared, That 
when and as often as it may be neceſſary, it ſhall and may be lawful for officers of 
the land and marine forces to fit in conjunction upon courts-martial,. and to proceed 
in the trial of any officer or ſoldier of the land forces in like manner, to all intents 
and purpoſes, as if ſuch courts-martial were compoſed of officers of the land forces 
enly, and the officers of the und and marine forces are in ſuch caſes to take rank 
according to the ſeniority of thers.commiſſions in either ſervice. 

LXXV. And be it further ena@ed by the authority aforeſaid, That this act ſhall 
be and continue in force within the realm of Ireland, from the thirty-ſirſt day of

* your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal ſubjects the commons of Ireland in 
parliament aſſembled, having a juſt ſenſe of your royal care of all your ſub- 
jects, and well knowing that the ſecurity and proſperity of this realm depend upon 
the ſupport of your Majeſty's government, moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, that 
it may be enacted, and be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and 
with the advice and conſent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons in 
this preſent parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ' ſame, That three 
thouſand two hundred and ' thirty-four men, commiſſioned and non commiſſioned 
officers included, over and above twelve thouſand effective men, which are neceſ- 
ſary to be maintained within this kingdom for its: defence, be maintamed for one 
year, from the thirty-firſt day of March, one thouſand feven hundred and ninety- 
nine, to the firſt day of April, one thouſand eight hundred, - incluſive. 

II. And whereas it is neceſſary to carry into execution your Majeſty's intentions 
and determined reſolution, ſignified to us by his excellency lord viſcount Townſhend, 
late lord lieutenant of this kingdom, by your Majeſty's command, to keep within 
this kingdom for the neceſſary defence of the ſame, twelve thouſand effective men, 
- commiſſioned and non-commiſſioned officers included, at all times, unleſs in caſes 
of invaſion or rebellion in Great Britain: And whereas it may be expedient in the 
preſent ſituation of affairs, that a further number of men not exceeding twenty 
| thouſand two hundred and eighty-one men, commiſſioned and -non-commillioned 
 offiters included, be maintained for the internal defence of this kingdom, from the

the port or harbour of Dublin, or in the harbour of Dunleary, by an act paſſed in 


the thirty ſecond year of your Majefty's reign, entitled, An act for repairing and 


preſerving the walls of the river Anna Liffey, in the city of Dublin, and for amending an 
act paſſed in the twenty-fixth year of his Majeſty's reign, entitled, An act for promiting 
the trade of Dublin, by rendering its fort and harbour more commodious, and of ſ1id ſe- 
veral duties of exciſe, by virtue of any law or laws heretofore made, and ſhall be ſe- 
verally paid down in ready money net, without any diſcount or allowance whatſo- 
ever, ſave that ready money ſhall not be paid upon the goods the duties upon which 
are, or ſhall by law be directed to be bonded.

And be it enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful for any 1 or per- 
ſons to import and bring into this kingdom, in ſhips or veſſels navigated according 
to law, from any port or place whatſoever, any ſort of cotton wool, without paying 
any duty whatſoever for the ſame, any law, cuſtom, or uſage to the contrary not- 
withſtanding. 

XIV. Provided nevertheleſs, That a due entry of ſuch cotton wool ſhall be made

ſame force and eſfſect in reſpect of the duties in the ſaid ſchedule marked G, on 


hides and ſkins tanned and drefſedin oil, and on vellum and parchment m:de in this 


kingdom, as if the ſame were re-enacted in this act, unleſs other proviſions re- 
ſpecting the ſame ſhall be made by any act or acts to be paſſed this ſcilion of par- 
hament. | 
XXIV. And a it remind, That there {all be granted, levied, collected, and 
paid unto your Majeſty, your heirs, and ſucceſſors, for and upon every barrel of 
malt which ſhall be in the poſſeſhon of any perſon on the twenty-fifth day of March, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine, and which ſhall have been charged 
with a duty of fix ſhillings per barrel, a further duty of fix-pence per barrel; and 
in order to ſecure the ſaid duty of ſix- pence per barrel upon malt, over and above the 
duty of fix-ſhillings per barrel, heretofore charged thereon ; be it enacted, That the 
officers of exciſe of his Majeſty's revenue ſhall take an account of the juſt quantity 
of all malt, whether ground or unground, in the poſſeſſion of any perſon on the 


twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine, and of 


all malt in the poſſeſſion of any perſon after that day, on which the ſaid additional 
duty of fix-pence per barrel ſhall not have been charged, in ſuch manner as they are 
now required by law to take an account of any malt, and ſhall make a return or re- 


port in writing to the collector of the diſtrict in which ſuch perſon ſhall reſide, or 


in which his or her malt-houſe or ſtores ſhall be, of the Juſt quantity of all ſuch malt, 
and of the ſaid duty of ſix-pence payable thereon, over and above the duty of fix 
ſhillings heretofore payable thereon, and the ſums in ſuch return or report ſhall be 2 
charge on every ſuch perſon reſpectively. 

XXV. And be it enacted, That every perſon charged with the ſaid additional 
duty, in reſpect of his or her ſo having malt in his or her poſſeſſion as aforeſaid, 
ſuall, within one month from the day on which ſuch return ſhall be made, pay to 
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the collector of the diſtrict all ſuch duties as ſhall be due from him, her, or them 
reſpectiveiy, for and on Account of ſuch malt, unleſs fuch malt ſhall be ſooner re- 
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moved, in which caſe the ſaid duties ſhall be paid for all ſuch malt, before the ſame Chap. 8. 
ſhall be removed, and before any permit for removing or conveying the tame ſhall be 


granted, and tliat every perſon having malt in his or her poſſeſſion, on the ſaid day, 
who ſhall not pay within the time aforeſaid the duty charged on all ſuch malt, or 
ſhall remove any ſuch malt without having paid and cleared off the ſaid duty, he 
or ſhe ſhall, for each offence, forfeit the ſum of ſiſty pounds, and d uble the duty 
of ſuch malt. 

XXVI. And be it enacted, That all malt for the beer of which from any place 
in this kingdom, to any other place within the ſame, either coaſt ways, or by canal, 
or land carriage, for which a coſt cocket or permit ſhall have been granted before 
the ſaid twenty-fifth day of, March, and which ſhall not have arrived at the place 
ol its deſtination, until after the ſai:i twenty- fifth day of March, ſhall on its ar- 
rival, become charged with the ſai1 additional duty of ſir- pence per barrel, and the 
officers of exciſe ſha!l make a like return or report thereof, in writing, to the col- 
lector of the diſtrict, and no permit ſhall be granted for removing the ſame until 
the ſaid duty of the full quantity of malt, for the removal of which a permit ſhall 
be required, ſhall be paid. 

XXVII. Provided always, and be it enacted, That if any perſon who ſhall be 
charged with the ſaid additional duty of ſix pence er bamel upon all malt which 
ſhall be in his or her poſſeſſion on the ſaid twenty-fifth day of March, one thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine, ſhall before the ſaid day have fold, or con- 
tracted to ſell, any malt to any perſon or perſons, and ſha'l not have delivered the 
ſame to the buyer, then and in every ſuch cafe, the buyer of the ſaid malt ſhalt 
pay to the ſeller the additional duty whi.h ſuch ſeller ſhall have paid for ſuch 
malt. 

XXVIII. And be it enacted, That hers ſhall be paid to every perſon 1 
mo out of this kingdom, on whictr the duty payable thereon by this act ſhall have. 
been paid, a drawback of ſix ſhillings and fix pence for every barrel thereof, by the 
collector of the port from which ſuch malt ſhall be exported, out of any money in 
his hands ; or if ſuch malt ſhall be exported within the time allowed by law for 


the payment of the duties thereon, then the charge upon ſuch malt ſhall be vacated, 


for ſo much as ſhall be exported upon the perſon or perſons exporting the ſame, 
performing regularly the ſame requiſites, and complying with the ſame regulations 
and reſtrictions as are to be made and obſerved by perſons exporting any article 
whereon any bounties or drawbacks are payable for obtaining the ſame. 

Am be it enacted, That all ſpirits diſtilled within this kingdom which 
ſhall be ſhipped for exportation, and for which any allowance or drawback ſhall be 
claimed, fhall be of a ſtrength not leſs than a ſtrength equal to five degrees, or ten 
fer centum under hydrometer proof, and the perſon or perſons who (hall export the 
fame to any place except Great Britain, or the ifſands of Farro or Ferro, in the

above the ſum of two ſhillings and fix-pence halfpenny for every four degrees which 
the ſame ſhall exceed the ſtrength before mentioned, and ſo in proportion for any. 
greater or leſs quantity. 
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LY XXML And be it enatted, That over and above the ſaid drawback on ll ſpi- 
rits diſtilled within this kingdom, and which ſhall be ſhipped for exportation, there 
ſhall be allowed and paid to the perſon or perſons exporting ſpirits made and diſ- 

| tilled from malt made of corn of the growth or produce of this kingdom, when the 

price of barley - aſcertained in the manner ſpecified in an act paſſed in the twenty- 
third and twenty-fourth years of your Majeſty's reign, entitled, An act for regulat- 
ing the corn trade, promoting. agriculture, and providing a regular and. fleady ſupply of 
corn in this kingdom, and fer granting to his Majeſty, is heirs and ſucceſſort, the du- 
tier therein mentioned, ſhall not exceed thirteen ſhillings and ſix- pence the barrel, a 
bounty of four-pence for every gallon of ſuch ſpirits, out of ſuch monies as are li- 
able to the payment of. the bounties on corn exported, ana by the ſame rules

XXXIV. And be it further enacted, That the duties impoſed by this act on all

: trong waters made and diſtilled in this kingdom; and the duties by this act impoſed 
on malt, and the duties by this act impoſed on ſugars and tobacco imported and ma-

dom to any part or parts in Great Britain, or beyond the ſeas, or reccived in this

And be it enacted and declared, That where any dwelling houſe or any 
building which by this act is or may be deemed an inhabited houſe, or any part 
thereof is or ſhall be let in different apartments to any perſon or perſons, the land- 
lord or owner of ſuch houſe or building, whether ſuch landlord or owner be a cor- 
porate body or otherwife, ſhall be deemed to be the occupier, and ſhall be charged 
with, and be liable to pay the ſaid rates and duties for ſuch dwelling houſe or build- 
ing. 
IX. And be it enacted, That where any perſon chargeable with any rates or du- 
ties by this act impoſed, ſhall be under the age of one and twenty years, or be an 
idiot or lunatic, in every ſuch cafe the parents, guardians, and tutors of ſuch infant, 
and the committees of ſuch idiots and lunaticks reſpectively, ſhall be, and are here- 


dy made liable to, and charged with, the payments which ſuch infants, idiots, and 
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junatics, are liable to; and if ſuch parents, guardians, or tutors, or committees, 


ſhall neglect or refuſe to pay as aforeſaid, it ſhall and may be lawful to proceed 
againſt them in like manner as againſt any other perſon making default of payment : 
and all parents, guardians, tutors, and committees, making payment as aforeſaid, 
ſhall be hereby authorized to pay the ſame for ſuch infants, idiots, and lunatics, 
upon his or their accounts, for the ſaid rates and duties. | 
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x. Provided alſo, That nothing herein contained ſhall extend to charge any . 


dwelling houſe occupied as a boarding- ſchool for the education of children, and 
kept by a perſon licenſed to keep a ſchool, with any higher rate or duty than one 
ſhilling and one penny ſor each window or light therein; provided, That unleſs the 
perſon keeping ſuch ſchool do verify the fats aforeſaid on oath, by aflidavit to be 
ſworn before any magiſtrate, which oath every magiſtrate is hereby authorized to 
adminiſter, and deliver ſuch affidavit to the collector of the faid duties, no ſuch 
perſon ſhall be entitled to any abatement from the rate or duty payable out of any 
other houſe or tenement. 4 | 
Kl. Provided always, That nothing herein contained ſhall be deemed to charge 
with the ſaid rate or duty any houſe which ſhll be partly finiſhed, though the ſame 
may be inhabited, in reſpect of any windows or lights in ſuch parts thereof as are 
unfiniſhed and uninhabited, but ſach houſes ſhall be rated according to the windows 
or lights in the inhabited parts thereof. | | 

XII. And be it enacted, That every kitchen, fcullery, buttery, pantry, larder, 
waſh houſe, laundry, bake-houſe, brew- houſe, and lodging-room belonging to, or 
ocoupied with avy dwelling houſe, ſhall be deemed and taken to be part of ſuch 
dwelling houſe, and all windows or lights therein ſhall be accordingly charged with 
the ſaid rates and duties; and all ſky lights or windows, or lights in ſtair-caſes, gar- 
rcts, cellars, paſſages, and in all other parts of dwelling houſes, to what uſe or pur- 
poſe ſoever applied, - ſhall be chargeable with the ſaid duties. 

XIII. And to obviate any doubt which may ariſe as to charging the ſaid duties in 
reſpect of. windows or lights when two or more windows or lights are fixed in one 
ſrame, be it enacted, That when a partition or diviſion in ſuch windows or lights is, 
or ſhall be, of the breadth or ſpace of twelve inches or more, the windows or lights 
on each ſide of ſuch partition or Giviſion Thall be deemed as diſtinct windows or 
lights, and ſhall be rated accordingly.

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XV. And be it enacted, That every. owner or occupier of any houſe or tenemett 
fall, on demand made by any of ſuch officers as aforeſaid, at ſuch dwelling-houſe 
or tenement, admit ſuch officers to paſs through any houſe in order to go into any 
court or yard thereunto belonging, to view and inſpect, externally, the windows or 
lights in any ſuch houſe, and permit any ſuch officers to ſurvey the windows or 
lights therein, and take an account thereof ; and that it ſhall and may be lawful for 
every ſuch officer to ſurvey and view in manner aforeſaid, every ſuch houſe, and 
the number of windows or liglits therein, and to take a true account thereof; and 
that any ſuch officer ſhall and may in the day-time, between the hour of eight of 
the clock in the forenoon and ſun-ſet, with the aſſiſtance of a magiſtrate, conſtable, 
or other perſon acting as a peace-officer, and in all places where there are no ſuch

HERE As ſince the eighth of December, one thouſand ſeven hundred and 

+ ninety-ſeven, this kingdom has been diſturbed by treaſonable inſurrections 

and open rebellion, and the lives of many of his Majeſty's loyal ſubjects have been 
loſt in ſaid rebellion, and ſeveral officers, ſheriffs, juſtices of peace and others, have 
been obliged, in order to ſuppreſs the ſaid rebellion, to do many acts not juſtifiable by

HEREAS by a reſolution of the houſe of commons, made on the fifth day 

of April, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine, it is refolved,

8 by an act paſſed laſt ſeſſion of parliament, entitled, An act fer 
appointing commiſſioners to enquire into laſſes of ſuch of his Majeſty's loyal ſub- 
Jets as have been ſufferers in their property during the ſubſiting rebellion in this king 
dom; certain perſons therein named were appointed commiſſioners to enquire into 
the loſſes in property ſuſtained by perſons in conſequence of their loyalty to his Ma- 
jeſty during the then rebellion : And whereas purſuant to the ſaid act, the claims of 
many perſons who have ſo ſuffered, have been laid before the ſaid conumiſſioners, 
but from the various avocations of the perſons ſo appointed commiſſioners, and the 
great number of ſuch claims, a conſiderable portion thereof have not been enquired 
and examined into: And whereas in order to carry the purpoſes of ſaid act into 
effect, it is become neceſſary and expedient to add and appoint other perſons to be 
commiffioners for the purpoſes aforeſoid, by whoſe diligent attendance on the ſaid 
buſineſs, ſuch enquiry and examination may be more effeQtually and ſpeedily made;
